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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued the combination of Gerriet in 
view of Anderson but has failed to state why Anderson is an imporper combination and only discusses Gerriet. on its own with no 
discussion of Anderson. With respect to the flangethe applicant has not described what they consider as a flange in the Claims and 
therefore the term has been broadly used. As broadly claimed the flap is a flange and the recesses do receive the rings. Please review 
Gerriet, Paragraph 0026, Lines 6-11 where it is discussed the distance in the notches coincides with the rings and therefore the notches 
receive the rings when the flap is closed. Furthermore, Applicant argues the deficiencies of Gerriet, however, these issues are not 
structurally addressed in the claims and cannot be addressed by the Examiner. Lastly, the in molding features discussed in the claims are 
not shown in the figures and therefore the subject matter should be removed or additionaly drawings should be submitted which do not 
present new matter. 
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
